All orders must be accompanied by cash in full, or 25% deposit will hold 
orders of 5.00 or more for April delivery, balance to be sent before delivery, 
or will send C. O. D. 


Orders of $3.00 or more from retail are prepaid to all points in U.S.A. 


Orders of $5.00 or over prepaid to Canada. Less than $5.00 F.O.B. 
Minimum wholesale orders $5.00 F. O. B. 


All orders are acknowledged soon after they are received. If you do not 
get this acknowledgment within a reasonable time, please write as your 
order may have been lost in mails. 


Retail orders will be shipped via parcel post usually starting in March, 
or as soon as safe from freezing.
